Friend W. Richardson’s success in carrying 
his issues directly to the people is his ecam- 
paigns for Governor is finding imitators ‘this 
year. The latest to try his luck is Judge Mayo 
Thomas, candidate of the so-called insurgents. 
Encouraged by the Hearst papers, because of 
opposition to Richardson, Judge Thomas is 
sending out propaganda showing how close he 
is to the common people. Photographs show 
his honor in dungarees, standing beside farm 
implements, and eating with farm hands. 

Such studied propaganda is not a new trick. 
It has elected more than ene ambitious man. 
But in this case, the effort does not carry con- 
viction, for the propaganda employs age-worn 
terms like ‘‘unscrupulous machine’’ and ‘‘un- 
scrupulous interests.’? Whatever else may be ' 
said of Richardson, certainly it is laughable to 
apply the term ‘‘ynserupulous.’’? He is blunt, 
self-opinionated, hard-shelled and dictatorial, 
if you do not like his ways, but his record for 
honesty is too open to permit of even his 
worst enemy accusing him of being dishonest. 

Tt, has been the writer’s information, from 
persons in close touch with the Governor, that 
he would not do anything for anybody if it 
was put up to him as a favor. All his acts, 30 
far as ean be judged by his intimate friends, 
are the result, of decisions formed within his 
own brain. And he is willing to stand by the 
consequences. 

There is a decided difference in the cam- 
paigning methods pursued by Richardson and 
Thomas. The Governor went to the people as 
one of them; he didn’t try to create the im- 
pression that he was one of them. 

By carrying his fight to the people, Richard- 
son dealt a setback to the Republican machine 
backed by Hiram Johnson. Naturally the 
Senator will not sit idly by and allow the Gov- 
érnor to be renominated without a_ battle. 
Judge Thomas and his Progressive Republi- 
cans are but pawns in the game that Hiram is 
playing. Hearst is pro-Johnson, so anything 
that smacks of opposition to Richardson will 
earn the support of the Hearst papers. 

It is too bad that, Richardson’s manner of 
airing his views has not been governed by 
more diplomacy. The truth hurts, even when 
spoken softly, but when it is thrust at an in- 
dividual or a body in the Richardson manner, 
it stings to the point of resentment. The peo- 
ple are better served with blunt truth, how- 
ever, than with honeyed hypocrisy.

To produce clean fruit it is ne- 
cessary to kill the insect pests 
and fungus diseasés of citrus trees. 
Practically all of these pests cause 
fruit to be dirty, and some, like 
red and purple scales, can actually 
kill the tree.

All of the above named pests 
and diseases can be controlled by 
proper spraying and dusting. There 
is perhaps considerable more 
spraying done for control than 
there is dusting, the difference of 
application on some of the above 
being a matter of preference most- 
ly, while some authorities recom- 
mend both spraying and dusting, 
there are others who believe that 
spraying is the most. satisfactory 
method of control. 

An important point to remember 
is that good results can only be 
obtained ~by careful work. Thor- 
ough spraying cannot be done by 
indifferent workmen. With proper 
care, however, very satisfactory 
results may be obtained. 

In commercial spraying it is 
usual to use big spray outfits, high 
pressure and spray guns. These 
outfits are sometimes wasteful of 
material but cut down the cost of

When a grower does his own 
work he can use even lower pres- 
sures and spray rods. The rods 
should be from four to six feet 
long, and have an angle nozzle on 
the end. Disk nozzles give the 
best results. With lower pressure 
and spray rods it is possible to 
make a substantial saving of ma- 
terial. 

Every part of the tree, trunk, 
twigs, fruit and both sides of 
the leaves should be covered.

Also there is a» period of 
natural shedding or thinning and 
heavy spraying at this time will 
hasten the natural drop and in 
some cases where the tree is in 
poor condition, perhaps exagger- 
ates it to some extent. 

In hot weather directly after 
spraying shadowy spots are some- 
times noted on the rind of the 
fruit. This is due to the pene- 
tration of the spray, but these 
shadows begin to disappear within 
a week or ten days and leave no 
trace when the fruit is colored. 

To describe each one of the 
pests and diseases named here and 
prescribe the proper way to han- 
dle them is not the intention of 
this article, for it would take 
much more space than is permit- 
ted at this time. Our aim at this 
time is to call the growers’ atten- 
tion to the fact that by controlling 
these things he can produce more 
bright fruitp and bright fruit al- 
ways brings higher returns. 

The right kind of sprays and the 
right time to spray, is vital to 
successful control. Growers: can 
get aid in\ determining these im- 
portant factors from several dif- 
ferent sources. County agents, em- 
pleyes of the Citrus Experiment 
Station, and members of the State 
Plant Board will supply the in- 
formation upon request. Their 
knoWledge of what to use and 
when to use it can thoroughly be 
relied upon. 

Any reliable insecticide company 
will. gladly aid the grower to get 
control of the destructive pests 
and diseases in his grove.

Paper Miil to- Locate 
~ in Pomona, Stated 


Backed by Fernstrom & Com- 
pany, owners of a string of Swed- 
ish and Norwegian paper mills, a 
half-million dollar plant for the 
manufacture of citrus fruit wrap- 
pers will be established in Po- 
mona, it was announced recently. 

The deal has been fully consum- 
mated and the expenditure of 
$400,000 for machinery, buildings 
and land has already been au- 
thorized. Erection of fhe plant 
on a five-acre site at East Third 
and Reservoir will begin after the 
arrival from Sweden of Eric Fern- 
strom, controlling owner, and Al- 
bert Ortendahl, consulting engin- 
eer. The men will arrive during 
the early part of April. 

: Contracts Signed 

The concern has a paid up cap- 
ital of $500,000 and will be known 
as the California Fruit Wrapping 
Mills, Inc., product to be princ#- 
pally citrus fruit. wrappers. — Con+ 
tracts have already been” signed 
with the Redlands-Highlands Fruit 
Exchange, the San Antonio® Fruit 
Exchange and the Mutual Orange 
Distributors of Redlands, as well 
as with citrus associations in other 
sections of, Southern California. 

Pulp will be obtained from Swed- 
en, the source of 500,000 tons im- 
ported annually by the United 
States. . Machinery for converting 
the raw product into paper wrap- 
pers is also to be sent from that 
country, and will arrive in Au- 
gust. Other machinery for. print- 
ing the wrappers has already been 
obtained in the east. 

Equipment will be installed of 
the property to develop water suf- 
ficient for the plant’s needs. Power 
will’ be furnished by the Southern 
California Edison Company, and 
the annual bill will approach $25,- 
000, according to Clyde E. Hous- 
ton, district manager, with whom 
arrangements have been made. 
The abundance and low cost of 
the power aided in attracting the 
concern, it is said.
